YOU MAY disagree sometimes with its s:and

ca sio na lly disa gree with y ou r spou se or y ou r 
children. What wou ld be important, in either 
ca se, wou ld be a sev erance o f commu nication! 
Wha t y o u read and the pictu res y ou see in 
this newspa per co me fro m many sou rces, all 
o f them a dding u p to one word: people 
We emplo y reporters who find o ut what is 
ha ppening a nd pu t it into words, and editors 
who lo o k o v er 
their work to be su re it is written 
so y o u ca n u nderstand it, that it is in good 
ta ste, tha t it leav es no q u estions u nanswered 
a nd tha t it isn't libelou s. 
Edito rs a re mostly former reporters who 
ha v e the ex perience and ju dgment to ev alu ate 
the o utput o f o thers Their credo is that a 
sto ry must be clear enou gh so they know ex ­ 
a ctly wha t it means, in which case y ou , too, 
will kno w what it means. 
A sto ry , a nd ev ery thing else in the paper, 
ca rries a hea dline.

If y ou think headlines are not important, 
v isua lize fo r a moment what y ou r paper wou ld 
be witho ut them.

y o u wo uld in reading it. 
NO MATTER WHAT y ou might hav e seen in 
tho se o ld mov ies on telev ision, reporters and 
edito rs do n’t spend their time drinking, argu ­ 
ing. telling the pu blisher off and making passes 
a t the nea rest fema le. This bu siness is mu ch 


too seriou s for that. 
Reporters work hard and conscientiou sly . And 
they hav e more fru strations than the av erage 
worker—becau se they so often mu st cross fig­ 
u rativ e swords with people who make news and 
don’t want it pu blished a certain way , and with 
other people who don’t make news bu t who 
do want something pu blished 
Reporters, of cou rse, don t wander arou nd 
the streets looking for stories that might hap­ 
pen to pop u p. They hav e deiin it* ass.znm ents 
at places where news is most likely to occu r:

Freedom 
Of Press?

Freedom of the press-thou gh 
specifically 
gu aranteed by the Constitu tion-was tranv iec 
u nder foot in’ New York City in the last threi 
weeks by a grou p of priv ate citizens who were 
permitted to conspire together 
to prev ent the pu blishing of 
certain newspapers they had 
selected tor stoppag* 
TTh1 First Amendment to the 
Consttiu tion 
s a y s Congress 
shall pass no law “ abridging” 
the 
freedom 
of 
the 
rress. 
This means that no law what­ 
soev er can be u sed as a ju sti­ 
fication 
for 
prev enting 
any 
pu blication from being issu ed 
to the people. 
While the National Labor Relations Act, for 
instance, recognizes the “ right to strike 
and 
also the right of an im oy er and his em­ 
ploy es to bargain collectiv ely , this statu te can­ 
not consitu tionally be u sed to su ppress news­ 
papers. 
The Su preme Cou rt of the United State* in 
a famou s case decided in 1937. u pheld the right 
of employ es to organize u nions in new 
r er 
plants and said that this in itself was not a 
v iolation of freedom of the press bu t the co irt 
pointedly indicated that it did not hav e u p for 
decision any actu al case of sir res1 >n o 
a 
newspaper as a conseq u ence of action by one 
or more u nions. 


NOR DOES THE RIGHT to strike carry with 
It the right to cau se members ot other u nions 
to refrain from crossing picket lines. Theoretic­ 
ally , su ch action by the latter is v olu ntary , 
bu t in nine cases ou t of ten it is the direct 
resu lt of pressu re or fear of reprisal. 


Likewise, if any persons do not wish to work 
for an employ er, they may cease doing so as 
indiv idu als, bu t they hav e no right u nder law 
to take concerted action to coerce or prev ent 
others from taking their places on the news­ 
paper once a strike has occu rred. 


The Department of Ju stice u su ally finds way s 
to interv ene when there is a v iolation or threat 
ot v iolation of the laws of the land. In civ il 
rights cau ses growing ou t of racial controv ersy , 
the department has not hesitated to go to cou rt 
to seek inju nctions bu t where labor u nions are 
concerned, the administration in power—dou bt­ 
less becau se there are labor v otes inv olv ed— 
shu ts its ey es to v iolations of civ il rights ev en 
thou gh the freedom of the press clau se of the 
Constitu tion is inv olv ed 


There is no q u estion abou t the damage to 
the news; aper mu ch of which can nev er be 
recov ered after a strike is sett'ed. The loss 
to the nation also is considerable. Thu s, the 
New York Times presents daily a comprehen­ 
siv e record of pu blic ev ents and. often in fu ll 
tex t, pronou ncements by federal, state and city 
officials on gov ernmental m atters of incalcu la­ 
ble v alu e to the writers of histoiy today and 
in the fu tu re, 


A LI. THIS was wiped ou t for three weeks 
in The Times and other newspapers in New 
York City as a resu lt of the failu re of the 
ex ecu tiv e branch of the federal gov ernment to 
prev ent the labor-relaiions laws from being 
manipu lated to abridge the freedom of the 
press. 
Then there is the inju ry to the minority — 
those indiv idu als who hav en’t joined a u nion 
and who refu se as a m atter of principle to 
be coerced into joining. One of the issu es in 
the strike at Tlie New York Times was the 
refu sal of the newspaper owners to agree to 
compu lsory u nionization for its news and edi­ 
torial employ es. This wou ld hav e meant that a 
reporter or editor now a member of The Times 
wou ld hav e to be dismissed if he or she didn't 
join the u nion in 3 0 day s. 
Newspaper writers and editors hav e differing 
v iewpoints on su ch controv ersial q u estions, bu t 
they wou ld be compelled in practice to su r­ 
render a v iewpoint of opposition in deference 
to an agreement forced by an ex pensiv e strike. 


THE FACT that the settlement finally made 
prov ides that only newsmen will not be com­ 
pelled to join a u niou does not compensate 
The Times or the commu nity for the cost 
inv olv ed. 


Why didn't the administration act? Was there 
a fear of antagonizing the v ery u nions which 
hav e raised v ast su ms of money to help elect 
a 
Democratic 
president and 
a 
Democratic 
majority in both hou ses of Congress? Was 
freedom of the press,' 
which is ex plicitly 
gu aranteed by the Constitu tion, sacrificed on 
the altar oi political ex pediency ?
